Springer’s Forces Stay with Him Till He 
Sees the Contest is Hopeless and 
Gives His Vote to 
Crisp. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 
Wasuineton, Dec. 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The day ,opened with- 
out any apparent change in the speaker- 
ship contest. The five candidates were 
as cheerful as ever and their followers 
seemed imbued with the same confi- 
dence and persistency which are char- 
acteristic features of the contest. The 
caucus met promptly at 10 this morn- 
ing and without any preliminary pro- 
ceedings the secretary began to call 
the roll. There were 227 members 
present when the balloting commenced. 
Excitement was intense during the call 
of the roll. It was realized that the 
hour for solicitation had passed and 
the first ballot was devoid of the argnu- 
mentative scenes which — 
ery 

member was left free to exercise his 
preference without persuasion, and as 
the roll call proceeded and no changes 
were noted it became apparent that the 
claims of the leading candidates were- 
extravagant and that there would be no 
surprises. As the followers of all can- 
didates were firm the eighteenth ballot 
showed no change from the seven- 
teenth on Saturday night. It is true 
Mills did not receive ninety-one votes. 
on Saturday, but this was due to the 
absence of ‘Lerry of Arkansas, who suv- 
sequently entered the hall and voted 
for the Texas candidate on the succeed- 
ing ballot, thus bringing his vote Up to 
the old figure, 91. | 

The ballot resulted:

Hatch. & Btevens 

The second ballot of the day, or the 
nineteenth in the contest, was quite a. 


perfunctory ong, It was evident no} pledge 


choice could be made before 12 0 peg 
but that the Fifth-second Congress must 
open with the speakership question 
still unsolved, and that the contest must 
be resumed after adjournment of the 
House in the afternoon. The nine- 
teenth ballot was finally announced. It 
was exactly the same as the last ballot 
Saturday night, standiug: 


Springer ........,17 19 


Terry, the Arkansas absentee, came 
in and voted for Mills. 

But forty-five minutes now remained 
before the meeting of the House and 
another ballot was impossible. A hasty 
consultation was held by the leading 
partisans of the several candidates and 
an Snares ‘to 2 p.m. was agreed 
upon. 

During the two hours and a half pre- 
ceding the reassembling of the caucus 
at 2 p.m., the supporters of the various 
candidates displayed ceaseless activity 
in their efforts to win accessions from 
the foliowers of eachother. Just before 
the reassembling of the caucus this 
afternoon Cable of Illinois notified 
Springer that he had decided to abandon 
him and vote for Mills. He toldSpringer 
that he thought his cause a hopeless 
one and that the interests of the Demo- 
cratic party demanded the election of 
Mills. 


Stewart of Illinois, indignant at what 
he denounced as the treachery of his 
colleague in deserting Springer, an- 
nounced that he would not support 
Mills in any case. This announcement 
was a thunder-clap to the managers 0: 
Mills, as the Texas candidate all alon - 
counted upon the solid support of 
Springer’s Illinois colleagues whenever 
that gentleman was out of the race. 
Just before-the caucus met Springer an- 
nounced that he was still in the race. 

Immediately the news of Cable's de- 
sertion spread. It was seized upon as 
an indication of the dissolution of 
Springer’s forces, for the announcement 
that Newberry would follow caused 
further excitement. There was a hasty 
conference of Springer’s other fvllow- 
ers but no line of actiou was decided 
on just then. 

- The caucus assembled again and took 
the twentieth ballot which resulted:

The twenty-first ballot was then taken 
and the result announced as follows: 
Crisp.... 


McMillin......... 19 Springer........ 17 


The twenty-second ballot was des- 
tined to mark the first significant 
change of the day. Cable of Illinois 
abandoned Springer and voted for 
Mills. Newberry also deserted Sprin- 
ger forthe Texan. Tarnsey left Hatch 
and voted for Crisp. 

During the succeeding ballot the 
excitement was intense. Shively a 
few days ago served a notice on Cable 
and Newberry that whenever they de- 
serted Springer for Mills he and his 
friends would offset this by voting for 
Crisp. This threat was carried out by 
Shively and Stout changing to Crisp. 
Cobb and Dearman of Missouri then 
left Hatch and voted for Mills. 

Immediately there was the wildest 
Catchings and others of 
the Crisp forces rushed from the hall 
and into the headquarters of Hatch. 
There was a brief conference and Catch- 
ings reappeared followed by Hatch. 
The cry went up ‘‘Hatch is to withdraw! 
Hatch is to go to Crisp!’’ They were 
not mistaken. for the entrance of Hatch 
to the caucus could have but one mean- 
ing. Hatch voted for Crisp and Burnes 
and Wilson of his State followed his 
lead. This gave Crisp a lead of five 
votes, the twenty-third ballot resulting:

lost another vote and Crisp reaped. 
the profit. McClelland ({ind.) 


lowed the example of Shively and 
voted fer Crisp. This was the only 
change, but it gave Crisp a lead of 6 
over Milis. Then the assault upon 
Springer’s forces ceased and a terrific 
effort was made to break McMillin’s 
ranks. Members rushed hither and 
thither, but their efforts were in vain. 
The twenty-fifth, twenty-sixth and 
twenty-seventh ballots failed to show 
any change. Then recess was taken 
untilS pm. . 

Thetwo hours’ interval was indus- 
triously utilized by the candidates and 
managers, and Springer and McMillin 
held a lengthy conference and subse- 
quently dined together, with the result 
that they decided to act together in the 
termination of the contest should it be- 
come inevitable that either Crisp or 
Mills must be elected. 

Springer and tis supporters held a 
secret conference at which Springer 
thanked his followers for their loyal 
support and stated his belief that either 
Crisp or Mills would be elected. ‘You, 
gentlemen, have been loyal to me,’’ 
said he, “and itis now my time to be 
loyal to you. Iam prepared to throw 
my influence and vote for either candi- 
date you desire to support as a unit 
with the positive uuderstanding with 
the man we may elect that I want noth- 
ing but that my friends must be all 
treated right. [Applause.| I leave you 
to decide what candidate you desire to 
support as the second choice and my 
vote and influence is at your disposal.”’ 
| Applause. ] 

After Springer’s the del- 
egation discussed briefly questions of

policy and finally decided that they 
would not avail themselves of Springer’s 
generosity, but would leave him en- 
tirely free to vote as he desired and 
they would each do the same. 

From now on Springer was greatly in 
demand. He was in turn importuned 
by Crisp, by Congressman Johnson, ‘of 
the Mills following, and by Col. Jones, 
editor of the St. Louis Republic, but 
the amount of solace and encourage- 
ment he gave to either or any of them 
could not be learned. That most of 
McMillin's followers were decidedly 
ad to a second choice when he 
should withdraw and that Springer and 
his immediate friends held the key to 
situation was the general opinion, and 
the first ballot of the evening was 
awaited with breathless interest. 

The tirst change came when the name 
of Burrow, one of Springer’s Illinois 
supporters, was reached. That gentle- 
man voted for Crisp and ina tew min- 
utes another of Springer’s Illinois 
friends voted for the Georgia candidate. 
Babbitt and Miller of Wisconsin went 
to the Mills forces. Crisp was now 
within eleven votes of a nomination, 
but McMillin’s nineteen men were still 
unmoved and no election was possible 
while the¥*remained loyal to the Ten- 
nessee candidate. The twenty-eighth 
ballot resulted:

During all this time McMillin had 


been holding frequent conferences with 
his Giieagues, On the following ballot 
there “Was one change fraught with 
Ominous portent to Mills. Mr. Stahl- 
necker, who had been steadily voting for 
Mills, changed to Crisp. Babbitt of 
Wisconsin returned to Springer, so that 


the twenty-ninth ballot resulted;

At the beginning of the thirtieth bal- 
lot, before the call was begun, McMil- 
lin, who had been standing in the rear 
of the lobby, entered the hall. In- 
stantly there was a burst of applause. 
McMillin obtained recognition, and, 
thanking his followers for their many 
favora, withdrew from the contest amid 
appiause. Asthe ballot proceeded his 
followers began to scatter. Covert, 
iwnloe and Kyle went to Mills and 
Washington to Crisp. When the name 
of McMillin was called thet gentleman 
rose and voted for Mills. Changes 
now,.came in rapid succession, and 
at the conclusion of the ballot Crisp 
stood with 114 votes and Mills with 
108. The Georgia candidate was one 
short of nomination with Springer and 
his little band of followers holding the 
balance of power. It remained to the 


Illinois leader to say who woald 


Speaker of the Fifty-second Congress. 
Great applau-e greeted Springer as he 
entered the hall. There was a breath- 
less pause as Springer proceeded to his 
little group of supporters and, shaking 
hands all around, thanked each for his 
loyal support. The house applauded 
this graceful little act, and when 
Springer asked recognition from tie 
Chair, and prepared to vote, the sus- 
pense was painful. 

‘I desire,’’ said Springer, ‘‘to be re- 
corded as voting for Mr. Crisp."’ 

The vote of Springer nominated 
Crisp and the applause which greeted 
the announcment was deafening. A 
dozen members rushed simultaneously 
to grasp the Iilinoisan’s hand and he 
was the recipient of an enthusiastic 
ovation from the supporters of Crisp. 
Busey and Stewart of Llinois and Hol- 
man of Indiana followed their candi- 
date and after Springer’s withdrawal 
voted with him for Crisp. Snow of 
illinois, Bryan of Nebraska and Martin 
and Patton of Indiana,remained on 
record as voting for Springor, so the 
result of the final and decisive ballot 
was:

On motion of J. D. Brown of Indiana 
the nomination of Crisp was made unan- 
imous. Applause and cheers greeted 
the appearance of the statesman from’ 
Georgia, who expressed his gratitude 
and said: 


I pledge myself here and now to devote 
whatever industry and ability I possess to 
the advancement of the real interests of the 
Democratic party. I beg to say to you now, 
asI speak to you my first words since I am 
your selection for Speaker, that my elec- 
tion means no step backward in tariff re- 
form. [Prolonged applause.] I beg to say 
to you that there isin our party today no 
man who earnestly believes in the Demo. 
cratic doctrine of tariff reform more than I 
do. [Renewed cheers. |

North Carolina. Then Springer stated 
that he would in open House tomorrow 
renominate the old chaplain, Milburn of 
Illino:s. 

After the caucus Mills was invited to 
speak upon the result, but answered: 
‘*T have nothing to say to the press.”’ 

Hatch said he was entirely satisfied. 
He voted for Crisp because the latter 
possessed in a most eminent degree all 
the qualifications of an able, conserva- 
tive, successful Speaker. He did not 
share in the belief that Crisp was not a 
conscientous tariff reformer, and was 
better satisfied with his record on the 
silver question than that of Mills. 

Springer said: ‘I have chosen the 
course I deemed best for the interest of 
the Democratic party generally. Crisp 
will make an impartial presiding offi- 
cer; there will be no scenes of disorder 
or ruling which would cause any Demo- 


crat to regret Crisp’s elévation to this’ 


position. I have always insisted that 
the office of Speaker should be filled by 
a man of judicial mind, who would 
under all circumstances be able to 
maintain order and preserve the dig- 
nity of the bodv. 

‘‘As far as the tariff reform is con- 
cerned I have taken pains to satisfy my- 
self that in Crisp’s election it will be 
preserved as a paramount issue in the 
Presidential compaign of 1892, but 
there are other issues, especially that of 
economy in public expenditures. We 
must make a record in this canvass 
which will convince the people that we 
are in favor of an honest and economic 
administration and that no money 
should be expended except such as is 
absolutely necessary for public pur- 
poses.

THE NEW SPEAKER. 


His Career as Lawyer, Contederate Officer 
and Congressman, 

Charles Frederick Crisp was born on the 
29th ot January, 1845,in Sheffield, En- 
gland, where his parents had gone ona visit; 
was brought by them to this country the 
year of his birth; received a common 
school education in Savannah and Macon, 
Ga.; entered the Confederate Armyin May. 
1861; was a lieutenant inCo. K, Tenth Vir- 
ginia Infantry. andserved with that regi- 
ment until the 12th of May, 1864, when he 
became a prisoner of war; upon his release 
from Fort Delaware, in June, 1865, he 
joined his parents at Ellaville, Schley 
county, Ga.; read law in Americus, and was 
admitted to the bar there in 1866; began 
the practice of law in Ellaville, Ga. ; in 1872 
was appointed solicitor-general of the 
Southwestern Judicial Circuit, and was_re- 
appointed in 1873 fora term of four years; 
located in Americus in 1873; in June, 
1877, was appointed judge of the Superior 
Court of the samecircuit; in 1878 was 
elected by the General Assembly. to the 
same office; in 1880 was reélected judge for 
a term of four years; resigned that office in 
September, 1882, to accept the Democratic 
nomination for Congress; was permanent 
president of the Democratic convention 
which assembled in Atlantain April, 1883, 
to nominate a candidate for Governor: was 
elected to the Forty-eighth, Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth Congresses, and was reelected 
to the Fifty-first and Fifty-second Con- 
gresses as a Democrat.

Many desks were orna- 
mented with floral designs more or less 
beautiful, although they were not as 
humerous as in former years, and the 
Speaker’s desk was conspicuous by the 
absence of adornment.

At 
noon the Vice-President took the chair. 
The session opened with prayer by 
Chaplain Butler. After this the Vice- 
President laid before the Senate the 
credentials for the new Senators, the 
resignation of Senator Reagan of 
Texas and the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of that State of Mr. Chilton. 
Other credentials were those of Mr. 


Felton of California, to fill the vacancy 


caused by Mr. Hearst’s death; the res- 
ignation of Mr. Edmunds of Vermont, 
and the appointment of Mr. Proctor; 
the credentials of Mr. Call and Mr. 
Davidson, each claiming to be Senator 
from Florida. After the latter two had 
been read Mr. Harris said that he 
should movethat they be referred to the 


Committee on Privileges and Elections. 


so that the question might be decided ir 
the light of a thorough investigation. 
In the meantime he asked that they be 
laid om the table. 

Mr. George said chat he would not 
object.to this request, but that tomor- 
row he would insist that the Senate had 
both facts and law before it and ought 
to proceed at once to seat Mr. Call as 
the legally elected member. 

After a few remarks by Mr.- Hoar the 
matter went over. 

When the credentials of Mr. Brice, 
Senator-elect from Ohio, were pre- 
sented Mr. Sherman said:

to Mr. Brice I desire to say that a large 
portion of the citizens of Ohio contended 
that he was not an inhabitant of that State 
at the time of his election and was, there- 
fore. not eligible to the seatin this body. 
On examination of the precedents, of which 
there are several in the history of the Gov- 
ernment, and some of them mostimportant, 
I am entirely satisfied that Mr. Brice is en- 
titled to be sworn in on the prima facie evi- 
dence of his credentials, which are regular 
inform. I simply give this notice, hew- 
ever, so that his being sworn may not be 
considered any waiver or any misapprehen- 
sion or misconstruction if the people =

prove to the satisfaction of the Senate that 
Mr. Brice was not at the timeof his election 
an inhabitant of Ohio. But I make no ob- 
jection to the swearing in of Mr. Brice. 

The swearing of the newly elected, or 
appointed, Senators was then proceeded 
with. They were sworn in groups of 
four or five. in the first group being Mr. 
Brice, who was escorted by Mr. Kenra. 
In the next group were Messrs. Chiiton 
of Texas, Dubois of Idaho, Felton of 
California and Gallanger of New 
Hampshiré. 

Hoar said that as to Mr. Chilton there 
was a question as to whether the Gov- 
ernor of Texas had power to appoint 
before the vacancy actually occurred. 
He would afterward move to refer the 
case to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections.

THE MEN OF MUSCLE, 


‘First Ni ight of the Great Tug-of- 
war. 


The Pavilion Packed with a Large 
and Enthusiastic Crowd. 


Four Thousand People Witness the 
Exciting Contest. 


The American, German and Spanish Teams 
the Winners In the First Trials—The 
Programme for This 
Evening. 


The great international tug-of-war, 
under the management of the Los An- 
geles Athletic Club, opened in Hazard's 
Pavilion last night under the most fav- 
orable auspices. There were fully 
4000 people present, with a fair sprink- 
ling of ladies, Every seat in the two 
galleries was taken, and the main floor 
was crowded. ‘The.officers of the club, 
the teams that! were mot pulling, the 
band and members of the press occu- 
pied places on the stage. 

J.S. Thayer, president of the club, 
acted as starter and referee, and he 
and S. B. Dewey and J. H. Patrick, the 
judges, were stationed on the tug-of- 
war platform. 

The Committee of Arfangements con- 

sisted of R. W.: Priam, George H. 
Pike and Dr.W. F,.Kennedy. Al Lindley 
has acted as general manager, and to 
his effortsto avery great extent is due 
the success of the venture up to date, 
for he has worked night and day since 
the club decided to take the matter in 
hand. 
Contests of Mis kind are common in 
all athletic cluba; but it was left to Cali- 
fornia to ‘get upotie first international 
tug. which was held in San Francisco a 
few weeks ago, and created sncha furore 
that the lovers of athletic sports of this 
city decided to get up a like contest 
here, and the Los Angeles Athletic Club 
was induced to take the management. 

To show how natural it. is for the 
average man totake an absorbing in- 
terest in a pull where strength such as 
but few men possess is required, it is 
but necessary to watch three or four 
big truckmen yanking on a safe that is 
being pulled upastairway. Men will 
drop their business and stand by the

The teams are placed on a narrow 
plattorm extending from the back of 
the stage to the front door or main en- 
trance. 
built, and is covered with braces tor the 
feet at a distance of six inches apart. 
A heavy rope is then placed the full 
length of the platform and the teams, 
consisting of ten men each, are sta- 
tioned from the center to both 
ends. At the far end both ways 
from the center is planted the anchor 
man, who wears a heavy belt around 
which his end of the rope istied. He 
sitsup and braces himself back with 
allhis power, and the other nine are

and stretch out at full length on their 
sides with the rope between their legs 
and hang on the rope like grim death. 
The captain of each team is allowed to 
walk up and down the platform from 
end to end and give. signals to “is team 
from any point thathe thinks advis- 
able. 

“When the contest is declared on by 
the firing of a pistol in the hands of 
a referee both teams throw themselves 
back and the tugis soon under full 
headway. From now on the game is 
most exciting. and if the captain un- 
derstands his business and his men are 
trained athletes a greatcontest is sure 
to be witnessed. Much depends on the 
captain, and if he is cool and has his 
signals down so fine that his men will 
pull together on an instant’s notice 
he has a fairchance even if the oppos- 
ing team is much heavier, as was fully 
illustrated in the figst tug last night. 

THE FIRST PULL. 
The first pull was between the police 
and Spanish teams and lasted one hour 
and twenty-six minutes and was won by 


the Spanish. much to the surprise of 


many, for the police outweighed the 


Spanish by an average of eighteen 
pounds to the man and were considered 
the crack team. 

The police team is composed of Rob-

hawk; gave the signal to pull away, and 
at the end of fifteen minutes his team 
had regained almost a foot, but the 
police were not as tired.as he thought 
and witha rushthey recovered their 
lost ground and carried the center 
mark within eighteen inches of home 
An immense shotit went up from the

It was a beautiful sight, these trained 
athletes, who obeyed every signal from 
their captain on the instant, and as his 
practiced eye told him just how hard 
the French team was pulling he did not 
make a mistake, and his team gained 
from six inches to a foot on every pull 
signal. 

The German team won with a rush in 
just eleven and one-half minutes. This 
is the only thoroughly trained team in 
the contest and the chances are that 
they will take the first prize unless the 
American team, which is the most 
powerful, walks away with them in the 
first five minutes’ pull. 

THE THIRD AND LAST PULL. 

“Fie third and last pull was between 
the American and Irish teams and was 
won by the Americans in eight and one- 


“half minutes. 


The American team consists of Bar- 
more, captain; Hutchinson, anchor;

The Irish team is composed of Church, 
captain, Fifield, anchor, and Fifield, 
Wade, McGreal, Neighbors, O’Connor, 
Broadhead, Whaley, Stamp and Hand- 
cock.

Their anchor seemed to 
have the strength of six men and in the 
last struggle his harness broke, but 
kept his head to the finish. 

The teams were frequently applauded 

during the evening. and the winners 
were cheered with great vigor at the 
conclusion of every pull, which showed 
how deeply the audience was inter- 
ested. 

TONIGHT. 

This evening the teams will pull as 
follows: First pull, Germans vs. Span- 
ish; second pull, Americans vs. Police; 
third pull, French vs. Irish.

The Way to Oust Brice, 

Discussing the subject of Calvin S. 
Brice’s eligibility as a member of the 
United States Senate from Ohio, Sena- 
tork FF.

Senator. Protests from the Republican 
State ¢ ‘ommitte e against his being allowed 
to hold the seat, which must be. given him 
on the prima facie evidence of his certifi- 
cate, and resolutions later by the incoming 
Legislature declaring him ineligible and 
asking the Senate to turn him out, even if 
ac companied by positive proof that he is a 
resident of New York and not of Ohio, will 
effect nothing in the Senate. What do I 
or other Senators care if an Ohio Legis- 
lature elects a New York man as the rep- 
resentative of the State in the city any 
more than we care if Nevadaelects a Wash- 
ingtonian or a San Franciscan as Senator? 
Absolutely we care nothing about it. But 
if the Legislature of Ohio in January, bas- 
ing its action on weh-defined testimony of 
‘shall elect a United 
States Senator and send him to Washing- 
ton to take a seat that will then be occupied 
by an alleged inte rloper, the contest that 
will ensue can have but one result. The 
retirement of Senator Brice would follow 
and the new Senator fill his place. The 
certificate of the new man would be the 
solemn declaration of a sovereign State 
repudiating representation by an ineligible 
Senator and demanding constitutional. le- 

al and proper representation by an eligi- 

le man We could not ignore sucha decla- 

ration and demand. It would be the deci- 
sion of the State itself that Mr. Brice is in- 
eligible, and would surely be heeded.

A Quid Pro Quo in Advertising. 

We take the following from the To- 
ledo Blade, not that the subjectit refers 
to interests the people of Los Angeles 
directly, but because it furnishes an ele- 
gant parallel case which fits the local 
situation: 


E.iitor Blade: As an advertiser I have no- 
ticed your criticisms as to the proper value 
to be placed upon the methods employed, 
as a medium for the advertiser of an article 
advertised, to reach the public. Publishers 
of newspapers claim, and perhapscorrectly, 


‘that the columns of a newspaper is the bet- 


ter medium! If this claim be true, does it 
necessarily follow that the valueis the 
same, or the ‘price to be charged should be 
the same, for the space occupied in any 
newspaper, regardless of the number of 
copies of the paper printed and sold? 

Or, to put the questionin another form, 
the Blade claims an average circulation of 
over 13,000 daily; the News has astand- 
ing offer of $200 to prove that their 
circulation is greater than that of the 
Commercial and Bee combined; and yet 
when I attempt to make a contract with 
each of these papers I find the price to be the 


same persquare for the spate required! If I 
order from the job printer 3000 sters 1. 
do not expect to pay the price of 5,000, 


10,000 nor 15,000, or if I buy of the 
grocer five pounds of sugar I do not expect 
to pay him the price of ten, fifteen or 
twenty pounds. Thén, on the principle of 
equity and honesty, why should not the 
price of advertising be based upon the 
number of ads. printed and distributed? 

_If advertising in a newspaper is the best 
medium the value of it must be in propor- 
tion to the number reached by the paper. 
If the News reaghes 6500 people and the 
Blade reaches 13,000 readers, the value of 
an ‘‘ad"’ in the news is just one-half that of 
the Bladg,.and the manager of any paper 
claiming what he is not entitled to when 
he charges more than the ratio of value ac- 
cording to the number of papers circulated. 

A radical change should be made in the 
custom heretofore prevailing in making 
contracts for space, and advertisers shouid 
require the contract to specify the number 
of copies in which the ‘‘ad"’ will be printed 
each day, week or month, as the case may 
be; and I suggest that The Blade be the 
progressive paper and start the reform by 
having printed in your contracts a provis- 
ion something like the following, viz.: ‘‘It 
is hereby agreed asa part of this contract 
that said advertisement shall be printed in 
not less than 13,000 papers daily, making 
an aggregate of ——-— copies for the term 
of , for which this contractis made.”’ 

Blanks to be filled with time and total 
number of copies to cover period named.

THE BOYD-THAYER CASE. 


The Nebraska Gubernational Contest Be- 
, fore the Supreme Court. 
Wasuincton, Dec. 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Boyd-Thayer case, 
involving the question of title to the 
office of Governor of Nebraska and 
citizenship on the part of Boyd, will 
come up‘for argument in the United 
States Supreme Court tomorrow. 
Briefs of counsel have been filed. J. 
W. Cowan, attorney for Boyd, in his 
brief maintains that his client became a 


citizen by virtue of the admission of | 


Nebraska'as a State, he being an in- 
habitant of the Territory of Nebraska 
and a member of its constitutional con- 
vention. Henry D. Estabrook, also 
attorney forBoyd, argued that Boyd 
became a citizen through relation back 
to the time of his declaration of inten- 
tion to the granting in 1890 of the 
final naturalization papers of ‘Boyd's 

father, and that the complete trans- 
action takes effectas of the day they 
were drawn in 1840. The naturaliza- 
tion, he held. was in the nature of a 
contract in which the granting of final 
papers constituted assistance’ on the 
part of the Government. 

The brief on behalf of Thayer, pre- 
pared by John F. Dillon, John L. Webs- 
ter and Joseph H. Blair, broadly stated 
that they base the assertion of want of 
citizenship in Boyd on the ground that 
an alien Cannet grow into citizenship by 
belief or faith and by assuming to act as 
acitizen.

Sine Sine, Dec. 7.—Loppy was killed 
a few minutes afternoon. According 
to Warden Brown the execution was 
carried out the same as at the time of 
the killing of the four men in the same 
chair in July last. -The warden refused 
to give any information except to say 
that the law wascarried out and the ex- 
ecution of Loppy was a success. 

Loppy was more intelligent than any 
of the murderers who are confined in 
the death-house. He listened to the 
reading of the death warrants with 
bowed head, and when the warden fin- 
ished the doomed man was led out of 
his cage. The little procession then 
started for the death-chamber. Warden 
Brown and Keeper Connaughton led the 
way directly aiead of Loppy, who had 
to be supported by keepers through the 
dark passageway on account of his par- 
tial blindness. As soon as he arrived 
he was promptly placed in the chair 
and strapped. The electrodes were 
then applied to the condemned man, 
one covering the forehead and temples 
and the other the calf of the right leg. 
Theelectrodes were. moistened witha 


rent was turned on. 

None of the witnesses would reveal 
how Loppy died. It is understood that 
1485 volts, the same as at the July ex- 
ecution, were employed and that the 
current at that voltage was continued 
from fifty to sixty seconds. 

As soon as Loppy was pronounced 
dead the straps which bound his body 
were removed and the dead murderer 
was carried into.an apartment directly 
off the execution room, where the 
autopsy was held. Loppy’s remains 
were then placed ina rough pine coffin 
and some time after sundown this 


evening the coffin will be placed in a] 


grave filled with quicklime.

The Contestant in the Hands of the 
Defendants’ Attorneys. 


Forced to Admit That She Was Cohn’s 
Mistress for Years. 


What It is Proposed to Show on the Part 
of the Heirs—The Abbott Bur- 
glary Case—General 
Court News. 


‘At 11 o’clock yesterday morning the 
trial of the contest over the estate of 
Bernard Cohn, deceased, was resumed 
before Judge Clark in Department Two, 
the contestant, Mrs. Delphina Varelas 
de Cohn, being upon the stand. The 
whole of the morning session was .de- 
voted to the direct examination of the 


goods, most of which she testified were 
paid by Cohn himself. 


On reconvening fog,the afternoon 
session the witness w urned over to 
the vefense for cross-examination, and 
S. M. White, Esq.. at once took the con- 
testant in hand. After a few prelimi- 
nary ques.ions, Delphina, much against 
her willapparently, was forced to ad- 
mit that she had lived with Cohn as his 
mistress from 1872 to 1885; and that 
during most of that time she had known 
he was a married man. 

She was then asked about her rela- 
tions with a certain Juan Pacheco, 
both before and after she met Cohn. 

To this her counsel vigorously ob- 
jected, and Mr. White then announced 
that he proposed to show by the wit- 
ness that the relations which existed 


peculiar with her, but were common, as 
she had frequently entertained them: 
with other men, 

Col. Smith in reply argued that this 
had nothing to do with the case at 
issue, even if it were true, and that his 
client ought not to be called upon to 
disgrace herself, unless it was neces- 
sary onaccount of some matter rela- 
ting directly to the issue. 

Mr. White sarcastically retorted that 
the contestant ought to have thought 
about the fact that her feelings would 
be outraged about 1872. He proposed 
to introduce evidence which would tend 
to show whether or not there was even 
a semblance of innocence about the 
woman at the time referred to. 

Col. Smith objected to the slurs cast 
upon his client by counsel for the other 
side. and ‘the matter was warmly de- 
bated tor’a few moments. 

Finally, however, the Court remarked 
that the only issue was whether or not 
a marriage contract had been entered 
into on December 28, 1885, and’ sus- 
tained the objection, with the under. 
standing that the question as to the 
advisability of such evidence as was 
sought to be introduced was not finally 
settled, but would be passed upon later, 
when the defense put in its testimony. 

Delphina was then questioned as to 
when and where she first met Cohn.

Dunn, O. Rohn, S. Bevan. »Mrs. Mer- 
ced Abbott and several other witnesses 
were then called in sur-rebuttal and the 
case went over until this morning, 
when Assistant District Attorney Mc- 
Comas will make the vesting address to 
the jury.

The Santa Fe Has the Santa 
Monica Line. 


A New California Road is Headed 
Toward the South. 


Important Moves on the Los Angeles’ 
Terminal Road. 


A Los Angeles Engine Goes Visiting—The 
Santa Fe is in Good Condition— 
Local Railroad Men- 
tion. 


Information is réceived from an un- 
doubted authority that the Santa Fé 
company has purchased_,outright the 
franchise and property of the Santa 
Monica Wharfand Terminal Company— 
the project of which James E. Campbell 
isthe head and chief promoter—and 
will complete the plan of building a 
road from a junction with the Redondo 
branch, at Inglewood, to South Santa 
Monica, where the new wharf is to be 
built. The deal was completed since 
General Manager Wade's return from a 
consultation visit with President Man- 
vel at Denver, and then only after the 
opportunity to purchase had been 
offered to the Southern Pacific Com- 


pany and ™been declined. It is 
understood that the consideration 
for the transfer of control of 


the Santa Monica project was $50,000, 
of which $2500 was to be paid in cash, 
the remaining $47,500 to be paid at 
the option of the purchaser. The Santa 
Monica company by this deal conveyed 
to the Santa Fé the franchises, right-of- 
way and considerable real estate, to be 
utilized in the construction of the road, 
which will be open for next summer’s 
business. Ever since the enterprise 
was first exploited the impression has 
prevailed that the Santa Fé was back 
of it, but developments show that pri- 
vate parties promoted it, and a disa- 
greement among themselves prompted 
the relinquishment of the scheme to 
the greater company. The Santa Fé 
would, in any event, hold the key to the 
situation, and it was found desirable to 
transfer the franchises and other rights. 
TESTING COMPOUND LOCOMOTIVES.

SQUATTERS HOISTED. 


An Important Decision by Judge 
Ross Yesterday. 


The Cases Against the San Fernando 
Squatters Remanded., 


The Only Question at Issue is One of 
Boundary Lines, 


The Validity of the San Fernando Grant 
Beyond Dispute—History of BAti- 
gation—Fall Text of the 
Decision, 


Considerable excitement was created 
some time since by squatters attempt- 
ing to settle upon the lands of the Los 
Angeles Farming and Milling Company 
inthe San Fernando rancho. The com- 


a large number of the squatters on 
ejecture, in the Superior Court, and 
also taking out an injunction against 


their further trespassing upon its prop- 

erty. 

‘The defendants in the ejectment 
suits, represented by John D. Pope and 
H. Blecker, filed a petition in the Su- 
perior Court for the removal of these 
actions to the United States Circuit 
Court, and orders were made by Judg= 
Van Dyke removing the causes. 

The plaintiff, represented by Stephen 
M. White and Graves, O'Melveny & 
Shankland, made a motionin the Cir- 
cuit Court to remand the cases to the 
Superior Court, on various grounds, 
and among other things upon the 
ground that no question arose in the 
actionsinvolving ederal jurisdiction. 
These motions were elaborately argued 
before Judge Ross on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 28, and yesterday morning he rep- 
dered his decree in one of the cases, 
remanding it to the Superior Court, 
and directing the same order to be 
made in all of the cases. The decision 
is of considerable length and directly 
holds that the only question at issue in 
the cases is one of boundary, and that 
the defendants cannot in these cases 
question the validity of the"patents to 
the San Fernando grant. The decree 
is given: in full below: 

THE DECISION. 

In the Circuit Court of the United States, 
Ninth Circuit, Southern District of Cali- 
fornia. Los Angeles Farming and Miil- 
ing Company vs. Hoff et a). 

This action was commenced onthe 24th 
of October last in the Superior Court of 
Los Angeles couaty. It is an action of 
ejectment, the complaint being duly veri- 
fied. Init it is among other things alleged 
that the plaintiff is and has been for many 
years continuously last past the owner in fee 
and in the possessionof the tract of land 
npon which the defendants are alleged to 
have enteredon the 8tb dav of October,1891, 
and from which they are alle; e i to have then 
ousted the, plaintiff, consisting of a part, 
embracing many thousands of acres, of the 
Rancho San Fernando, for which rancho, 
itis alleged, the government of the United 
States on the 8th of January, 1873, duly 
issued and delivered to one Eulogio F. de 
Ceiis a patent, in confirmation of a Mexican 
grant therefor to him made June 17, 1846, 

y Pio Pico, then governor of the depart- 


versy, it is alleged, vested, through various 
mMesne conveyapces, in the plaintiff 
prior to the defendants’ entry upon the 
premises. Itis alleged that the patent so 
issued has never been set aside or moditied 
in any respect and that it is still in tull 
force and effect. That for twenty vears 
last past plaintiff and its predecessor in in- 
terest have been continuously and uninter- 
ruptedly meng” in farming and pasturin 
the portion of said ranchg so owned an 
possessed by them, and have produced an- 
nually large crops of grain thereon, and 
have erected and maintained at great ex- 
pense numerous farming stations thereon, 
and have reduced large areas of said land 
to a high state of cultivation. 

It is upon land so patented and possessed 
that defendants are alleged to have entered 
and from which they are alleged to have 
ousted the plaintiff. The defendants are 
many in number and many of them were 
sued by fictitious names, their true names 
being, as alieged, unknown to the plaintiff. 
In the Superior Court counsel appeared for 
“the defendants,’’ without naming any of 
them, andin their behalf moved that the 
case be removedto this court, tating, in 
the petition therefor, in addition to the 
value of the property in dispute, ‘that the 
controversy in said action invoives the .on- 
struction of the statutes of the United 
States respecting the location of home- 
Steads on the pubiic lands thereof, and a 
determination of the rights of ‘the peti- 
tioners who claim an interest in said lands 
as bona fide holders of homestead locations 
thereon; and said controversy also involves 
the determination of the validity of the al- 
leged patent of the United States under 
which plaintiff claims to own the premises 
described in the complaint, which patent 
defendants claim is iJlegal, fraudulent, null. 
and void.”’ At the sauie time the petition- 
ers tendered a bond, with the required con- 
ditions, signed by one of the defendants as 
priucipai and by two sureties. The bond 
was accepted by the Superior Court and the 
order of removal made. 

Upon the filing of the papers in this court, 
a motion was made by the plaintiffto re- 
mand the case to the State court. Before 
its hearimfg an amended petition was fled 
on behalf of the defendant, and also an 
answer to the complaint. 

The. provisions of the act of Congress’ 
under which it is contended on behulf of 
the defendants the case was properly re- 
moved, and should be retained here, are as 
follows: 

“That the Circuit Courts of the United 
States shali have original gop, con- 
current with the courts of the several 
States, of ail suits of a civil nature, at com- 
monilaw vrin equity, where the matter in 
dispute exceeds, exclusive of interest aad 
costs, the sum or the vaiue of $2000, and 
arising uuder the Constitution and laws of 
the United States,”"’ . , . and ‘that any 
suit of a civil nature, at law or in equity, 
arising under the Constitution or laws of 
the United States .. . of which the 
Circuit Courts of the United States are given 
original jurisdiction by the preceding sec- 
tion, which may now be pending or which 
may hereafter be breught, in any State 
court, may be remoued by the defendant or 
defendants therein to the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the proper district." 
« (24 U. 38. Stats. at Large, 552.) 

The origiual petition fied on behalf of 
the defendants, andon which the order of 
removal was made, did not state a single 
fact upon which the court could exercise 
its judgment and determine whether the 
suitin question did or did not arise under 
the laws of the United States. The state- 
mentin respect to that matter in that 
petition was confined solely to the conciu- 
sions of the petitioners, which are mani- 
festly insufficient. It is the duty of the 
parties to state the facts and the province of 


defendants cannot raise a Federal issue 
It ie es- 
sential that facts be stated from which the 
court can see thateuch a question will be 
involved. In Trafton vs. Nonguer, 4 Saw- 
yer, 183, Judge Sawyer, im construing a 
petition for removalsaid: ‘The only other 
allegation is that the ‘rights to said mining 
ground by pialotiff depends upen the laws 


which defendant and petitioner claims titie, 
and that the right of the plaintiff as against 
the defendant must be determined under 
the laws ot the Ceougress ef the United 
States.’ This is. in substance, two or three 


of legal conciusion, rather thana 


| original petition, the following: 


‘pany met the issue promptly by suing | 


the portion of the fancho here in contro- 


the courtto declare the conclusions.

aconclusjon manifestly founded upon the 
general idea that all mining claims are #0 
held; that an action relating thereto fa.

erroneous conclusion, if lam right in the 
views above expressed. These allegationd 
express merely the opinion of the petitioner 
that the jurisdictional question will arise. 
In my Judgment such averments are insuf- 
ficent to justify a transter or retaining the 
case now brought here. The precise facts 
should be stated out of which it issupposed 
the jurisdictional question will arise, and 
how it will arise should be pointed out, so 
that the Court can determine for iteelf 
whether the case is a proper one for con- 
sideration in the national courts."’ 

The amended petition contains, in addi- 
tion to the statements set forth in tile 
“And pe- 
titioners say that they do, in good faith, 
claim possession and the right of possession 
to the premises described in plaintiff's 
complaint, by Virtue of homestead location 
made under the laws of the United States; 
and they also say that they deny that there 
ever was any Mexican grant, or any other 
kind or description of grant, tothe lands 
desoribed in the complaint herein, or any 

art thereof, to the said Eulogio F. de 

lis; they allege thatthe lands described 
in the complaint were mission lands at the 
Gate of the alleged grant mentioned in the 
complaint, and they deny that Pio Pico, as 
constitutional governor, or otherwise, had 
any right, power, authority or jurisdiction 
to grant said lands, or any part thereof; 
allege thatthe decree of confirmation of 
said pretended grant, under and by virtue 
of which itis claimed by plaintiff that a 
was issued to said Eulogio F. de 
elis, did not cover or include any part of 
the premises described in the complaint; 
that said degree of confirmation only con- 
firmed to sala Eulogio F. de Celis fourteen 
leagues of land, or 62,216 acres; that the

de Celis, did mot cover or include any part 
of the premises described in thecomplaint; 
that said decree of confirmation only con. 
firmed to said Kulogio F. de Celis fourteen 
leagues of land, or 62,216 acres; that the 
lands eo coniirmed to the said Eulogio F. de’ 
Celis were bounded on the north by the 
Rancho San Francisca, on the west by the 
Santa susann@ Mountains, on the east by 
the Rancho Miguel and om the south by the 
Portecuelo; and that said boundaries did 
not cover or include any part of the lamds 
demanded in the compiaint, and that said 
alieged patent, if the same does cover or 
include any part of said lands, is illegal, 
fraudulent, null and void. 

Fourth—-As to whether the said alleged

The 
record contains no fact tending to connect 
them with the title to the property, or with 
the Government of the United States. If 
there is anything welland thoroughly set- 
tled with respect to patents issued by this 
Government in confirmation of Mexican 
grants it is that they conclusively estabiish 
the validity of the grant upon which such 
patents are based and the correctness of 
the location of \oe land granted, as against 
strangers to the paramount source of title, 
as are the defendants. The facts admitted 
by the pleadings show them to be mere in- 
truders upon the possession of the party 
holding under the solemn patent issued by 
the Gevernment of the United States. in 
recognition and confirmation of the grant 
made by Pico to Celis. Assuch trespassers 
they cannot be heard at all to question the 
validity of the grant upon which the patent 
was based, er the correctness of the ioca- 
tion of the grante< lands by the o@icers of 
thie Goverument, whose duty it was to lo- 
cate them.

Mention Los Angeles and the first 
thought isthat quitea number of Colum- 
bus people are living there. The next 
thought is of clear skies, health-giving 
air, fragrant flowers, luecious fruits, 
mild winters and delightful summers. 
We here know of nothing of which to 
complain when we think of Los An- 
geles. Thisis not only true of those 
who have visited your old-young city, 
but it is the exception to find anyone in 
the better walks of life who has not 
been filled with the glowing accounts 
of the far-away Coast. Indeed, the pic- 
tures drawn are so happy, so inviting, 
that some of us have wondered whether 
the imagination of the, story-teller has 
not outstripped the eye and with fancy’s 
brush he glints and colors the things 
that are as he would have them be. 

In the shades of evening we can 
almost hear your old convent bells, and 
there are times when we imagine that 
we are breathing an atmosphere 
weighted with the perfumes of 
orange groves and vineyards. But all 
who have visited you do _ protest 
that their pictures are not exiggera- 
tions, but simple, unvarnished tales, 
wherein the half has not been told. 
And therefore we say, ‘City of the 
Angels,’’ we would like to be of you. 

It was the intention to write you a 
letter on politics, wherein would be set 
forth the situation of the senatorial 
struggle, but before this is done perhaps 
some local news would be interesting to 
the Columbus people within your gates 
—-some news of their old home. 

Their places here have been filled by 
new faces. We have now 100,000 
people, and never inthe history of the 
city was there more energy and enter- 
prise than there is today. New 
branches of trade are daily springing 
up, while the old ones are enlarging. 
The dirty, muddy streets which were 
such an abomination that any moment 
of the day heard them anathematized 
are giving away to the. most modern 
and durable class. Granite, fire-clay 
brick, Modina stone and Hayden 
block are down on all the _ prin- 
cipal streets. The latter makes a 
beautiful pavement, even, almost as 
though plowed and grooved together. 
Small but lovely parks beautify the 
eastern part of thecity. We have elec- 
tric cars on all the street railroad lines 
except the Oak-street line, where the 
narrowness of the street prevents con- 
structing a double track, and the Con- 
solidated refuses to use switches in the 
hove that the residents of that thor- 
oughfare will eventually move their 
houses back, that they may enjoy the 
advantages of the electric motor. But 
little has been done in improving 
Franklin Park, or, indeed, any of the 
larger public parks, | 

Five mile from the city a street has 
been laid out from North High street to 
the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis Railroad, where avery 
neat station hasbeen built. It is called 
‘Bounddry avenue,’’ is paved with 
asphalt and is a beautiful street. _How- 
ever, there is ncbody living on it, and 
there is sufficient unimproved land be- 
tween it and the built-up portion of the 
city to enable 100,000 people to nestle 
with the utmost comfort. 

A temporary. structure has been 
erected over the railway tracks at the 
depot fortheelectric cars. it is a most 
unsightly structure, a bridge on stilts,

THE CITY COUNCIL 


The Usual Amount: of Routine 
Business. 


The Pearl Street Paving Contract 
Again Under Discussion. 


The Smith Bid Rejected, Leaving the 
Contract Still Open. 


The Street Sprinkling Contract: Finally 
Approved -- Controversy Over ar 
Street—Reports of Officers 
and Committees. 


The City Council held its regular 
weekly session yesterday morning at 
the usual time and place, and every 
ward being represented. 

Unlike the previous meeting, there 
were no divertissements in the shape of 
humorous replies to Mayoral messages 
with which to while away the time, and 
very little beyond -the ordinary oan 
business was transacted. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, the reports of the va- 
rious city officials for the month of No- 
vember last were taken up in the fol- 
lowing order: 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

That of the City Clerk, showing the is- 
suance of 2096 licenses for the month 
of November last, amounting to $14,- 
085.50. was referred tothe City Au- 
ditor. 

Those of the City Tax and License 
Collector, showing the collection of 
licenses for October and November last; 
City Justice Austin, showing the collec- 
tion of $94.50 in fees and fines during 
November; City Justice Owens, $29.75 
in fees and fines; City Clerk, $33 from 
sale of ordinances and redemption of 
tax sales; Clerk of the Police Court, 
$5538.35 in fees and fines, were all re- 
ferred to the City Auditor. 

That of the City Auditor showing the 
condition of the funds for the week,end- 
ing November 80 was referre€ to the 
Finance Committee. 

STREET SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

The Street Superintendent reported 
as follows: 

Idesire to call your attention to the fact 
of the passage of ordinances 1124, 1111 
and 1110, the two latter passed by your hon. 
orable body on November 9, 1891, and the 
former on November 16 last. 

The intention of these ordinances may be 
eorrect, but certainlyitis the intention of 
the law to embrace inthe body of the ordi- 
nance the name of the street upon which 
improvement is to be done. . 

It has been the custom of your honor- 
abie body to instruct the City Engineer to 
draft the ordinances and then pass the 
same, taking it for granted that they are 
correct. 

It certainly seems that inasmuch as 
there is a‘City Attorney's office conyected 
with this city government that the legal 
portion of street assessment work, where so 
many thousands of dollars are involved, 
should be looked after by that department. 

The City Engineer may be able to man. 
‘he ffairs of the Street Department, 
still I think that these ordinances drafted 
by himesvould bear the inspection, at least, 
of the City Attorney before their passage. 

The matter was referred to the City At. 
torney. 

The City Clerk reported in the mat- 
ter of a quit-claim deed from J. B. Bain- 
bridge and G. W. Spawforth, the prop- 
erty described in said deed being con- 
-veyedto the city for park and street 
purposes. He had ascertained from the 

County Recorder that it would cost 
$28.65 to record the same, and before 
paying such sum preferred that they 
should be in possession of the foregoing 
facts. The matter was referred to the 
Finance Committee, 
CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

The report of the City Attorney was 
then reau and disposed of as follows: 

In regard to the list of eighty persons 
who are advertising themselves as real es- 
tate agents, which you have sent to me, I 
am of the opinion thata suit forthe amount 
of the license is not the proper remedy. 
The license ordinance makes ita misde- 

meanor for any person to carry on such 


business without having first procured a 


license, and itis the-duty of the Tax Col- 


lector to file complaints against all such. 


persons who are carrying on the business 
without license, I bélieve that if the license 
was reduced’to $1 per month for each per- 
son carrying on said business, including 
each member of a partnership or company, 
the city would receive a° greater revenue 
than to have a continuous fight in attempt- 
ing to collect a $3 rate. 
Referred tothe Finance Committee. 
In the matter of the petition of A. J. Len- 
nox regarding obstructions in certain alleys, 
I find that the alley running from Wall 
street to San Pedro street between Fourth 
and Boyd streetsis a public auley, andif 
there be an obstruction therein it should 
be removed by the Street Superintendent. 
Referred to Street Superintendent. 
In regard to the demand of the Pacific 
Clay Manufacturing Company, for $213.36 
for sewer pipe which has been referred to 
me, I find that a demand dated October 29, 
1891, for sewer pipe to the amount of 
$1030.24 was presented by this company

read and approved, Councilmen. Mc- 
Garry and Summerland voting nega- 
tively. 

The former member explained his 
vote by stating that he thought it was 
unfair tothe other nine bidders that 
Cross alone had been allowed to modify 
his bid, andthe member from the Eighth 
said that he thought the city ought to 
own its ewan plant. 

| PUBLIC WORKS. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works was then: taken up, and most of 
the recommendations contained tuerein 
were adopted.

MAYOR'S MESSAGE. 

The following message was received 
from the Mayor: 
_Tothe Honorable Council of the City of Los 
Ang’les: In my communication to your 
honorable body returning the awards on 
Figueroa and Pearl streets without my ap- 
provalI mentioned the fact that Mr. J. A. 
Eairchild had shown the opinion of Messrs. 
Chapman and Hendricks to different con- 
tractors which resulted in but one bid to do 
the work. Since then the circumstances 
attending the same have been shown to me. 
I must say that in my judgment the same 
was not by Mr. Fairchild shown for the pur- 
pose of inducing them to refrain from bid- 
ding, although it did have that effect.

Grain Crop of Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties. 


An Enormous Yield with the Largest 
Shipments on Record. 


Committee Meeting on the Soldiers’ 
Home Boulevard. 


Efforts to be Made to Secure a Hundred- 
foot Right-of-way—The Matter 
to be Pushed as Rapidly 
as Possible. 


| Secretary Willard is in receipt of the 


following report from Newmark & Ed- 
wards, who were officially appointed 
by the United States Government to ob- 
tain reports of all the thrashers and 
make a grain report ‘of Los Angeles 
and Orange counties. As will be seen 
the amount of grain produced is enor- 
mous, and never before has there been 
as large shipments to Europe as this 
year. Several shiploads have been con- 
signed from San Diego direct to Europe: 

C. D. Willard, Secrecary Chamber of Com- 
merce. city. DEAR Sik: In response to 
your request we give herewith some data 
on the grain production of this and Orange 
counties. These figures are taken from re- 
ports made to us by thrashing machine 
men.

This makes a grand toial of cereals 
raised in two counties $2,122,300. 

We are quite certain these are conserva- 
tive figures. There was, perhaps, a con- 
siderable quantity of both wheat and barley 
in the Antelope Valley not included in our 
report from there. 

We also give you the amount of grain on 
hand in warehouses on December 1 as re- 
turned to by reports. sent out. Most 
warchousé men are very prompt to assist 
us in gathering these figures; others for 
some reason are backward, possibly fear - 
ing the results may be used by speculators. 
We regard the matter of gathering and 
publishing statistics asthe only intelligent 
way to ascertain the value of any product. 
Such figures are of value to the grain 
raiser, the tiller and the shipper, besides 
the general public.
